My Dear Sir: - 


Inclosed you will please find copy of a letter which I addressed on the 23rd of July to the 
Honorable Daniel M. Fox, Superintendent of the Mint, Philadelphia, and also his reply thereto. 
Since receiving same Mr. Rowand has called upon me and says that he has seen Colonel 
Snowden, the former Superintendent of the Mint; and that Colonel Snowden informs him that 
Superintendent Fox’s decision is wrong and that he, Rowand, ought to have the contract for the 
whole charcoal. In addition thereto Mr. Rowand states that Mr. Fox in his conversations with 
him states that it was not his action but the action of the Secretary of Treasury or the Department 
that deprived him of the contract to furnish all of the charcoal under the circumstances named. 
You will see that there is no dispute about the facts in the case and that Mr. Rowand has long 
been an acceptable furnisher of supplies to the Philadelphia Mint. I therefore call your attention 
to the matter and trust that you will review the case and order that the contract shall be given to 
him. This Colonel Snowden also states as Mr. Rowand says, is his right that he should have the 
whole contract under the custom of the Mint.
